One Guard Arrested—Seg- 
regation of 1600 Addicts 
Is One Measure of Pre- 
caution.

19.—More than 1600 narcotic ad- 
dicts, convicted for violation of the 
Harrison narcotic act, haye been 
transferred by the

to the old military prison at Fort 
Leavenworth, from which military 
prisoners recently were evacuated 
to make réom for the overflow 
from the penitentiary, due largely 
to greatly increased convictipns of 
liquor law violators and addicts in 
the illicit drug trade. 

The transfer of addicts from the 
penitentiary to the fort prison was 
made to serve the double purpose 
of concentrating attention on <the 
addicts to prevent smuggling of 
drugs into the prison and to pro- 
tect other prisoners from contacts 
that might make addicts of them. 

At the same time the narcotic 
division of the Government law en- 
forcement agencies has assigned 
expert agents to the fort prison to 
prevent smuggling of drugs and to 
trace the source of the supply. In 
this the agents have been partly 
successful in the last six weeks, 
one guard having been apprehend- 
ed with narcotics in his possecsion. 
He ts in jail in default of $25,000 
bail. 

For a time it appeared, after 
the agents had been at work sev« 
eral weeks, that all leaks into the 
prison had been stopped and that 
the 1600 addicts would be deprived 
of drugs with a prospect of curing 
them of the habit.

Schneider Completes Trip— 
Actual Time in Air 29 Hours 
41 Minutes. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 19.— 


An 18-year-old Jersey City youth, 
Eddie Schneider, today held the 
junior record for the fastest west- 
ward crossing of the United States. 

Landing at the municipal air- 


port at dusk yesterday; the young 
aviator completed his transcon- 
tinental crossing in a total flying 
time of 29 hours, 41 minutes, just 
4 hours 22 minutes less than re- 
quired by the former record hold- 
er, the late Frank Goldsborough of 
New York. 

Schneider teft Westfield, N. J., 
Aug. 14, flying only during the day 
time. He said he experienced much 
stormy weather along the route and 
damaged his plane slightly once 
when he struck a tree in landing 
at Altoona, Pa. 

Leaving Albuquerque, N. M,, 
yesterday morning, Schneider stop- 
ped at Holbrook, Ariz., for fuel at 


-}noon, taking off shortly afterward 


for Los Angeles. .At Ontario, near 
his goal, he ran into fog and land- 
ed for weather reports. 

Assured visibility was good over 
Los Angeles, Schneider took off 
again; but lost his bearings before 
he cleared the mists and landed at 
Long Beach municipal airport. 

Uncertain where he was, he ask- 
ed an airport attendant and was 
told he was at “the municipal air- 
port.” The answer led Schneider 
to think he had reached his desti- 
nation. Several minutes later he 
discovered his error. 

Upon reaching Los Angeles mu- 
nicipal airport Schneider took no 
chance of making a similar mis- 
take. To 50 persons who ran out 
to meet him he shouted: 

“T want to know for sure before 
I cut off my motor, is this the Los 
Angeles municipal airport?” 

Receiving an affirmative answer, 
Schneider got out of his plane. He 
is undecided when he will start 
back in an effort to beat the east- 
ward record of 28 hours, 18 min- 
utes, also set by Goldsborough.

421 ARABS, 19 JEWS GUILTY 
IN JERUSALEM RIOT TRIALS 


Murder Charges Proved Against 52 
of 194 Acoused; $70,000 in Fines . 
Levied. 


By the Assdclated Press. 
JERUSALEM, Aug. 15. —The rec- 


ord of legal proceedings in connec- 
tion with the ridts last August show 


that action has been taken against 
7124 Arabs and 161 Jews, as re- 
sult of which 421 Arabs en 19 
Jews have been convicted. 

Of 124 Adabs tried for murder 
55 ewer convicted. Of 50 more 
Arabs charged with attempted 
murder, 17 were found guilty. Of 
the remainder, 130 were. convicted 
of robbery and incitement of riot, 
and the others of various crimes. 

Of 124 Arabs tried for murder

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—Revi- 
sion of Missouri census returns has 
gSiven the State a population 1785 
higher than that obtained by 
adding the district totals an- 
nounced by local supervisors. The 
official announcement gives Mis- 
souri 3,620,961 population, an in- 
crease of 216,906, or 6.4 per cent, 
over 1920. | 

Other revisions announced were:

Previously, 
local figures had credited Colum- 
bia with 14,919 and Hannibal with 
23,111, Hannibal losing 351 in the 
revision and Columbia gaining 43.
